London, Feb. 25. — The debate on 
tlie protection bill was resumed to day.

•Jose|ili Cowan, radical ruform and 
lioine rule member, donounccd the bill. 

Kor.ster strongly defended the bill. 
III! saicl that it was time for the house 
10 show its strength and deliver Ireland 
from ihe terrorism of the unwritten 
law, and for parliament to show itself 
.strong enough to pass such measures 
us would render any future coercion 
bill unnecessary by making the people 
of Ireland contented and jirosperous. 

Arthur O'Connor replied in a warm 
.speech. At 12.30 a. m. he sat down; 
whereupon, as no otlu^r member rose, 
ihi' speaker put the question on .Mu- 
(Jarihy's motion for rejection of the 
liill. Uc.featPd— 321 to 57. Six Eng- 
lish members voted with the minority. 

O'l.'onnor wished to move an amend- 
nicnl, but the speaker would not ac- 
cept it. 

0'L)oniiell rose amid cries of "divide." 
The Speaker — It seems the general 
.sense of the house that the question be 
now |)ut. 

The bill was road a third time and 
|m.ssed by a vote of 281 to 36. 

EoKDON, Feb. 2G. — The Qnaiicial 
secretary of the treasury intends to 
in()\'e in the commons Tuesday for a 
sessional order limiting the scope of 
.imendnionts which may be moved 
when supply is the first order of the 
day on Mondays. In the absence of 
tiiis order it in possible on Monday for 
amendments to be moved on any suli- 
ject. It is understood that home rulers 
intend to avail themselves of this priv- 
ile^'i! to the extent of precluding any 
leni.slation. 

"^New YoiiK, Feb. 20.— A Dublin 
speeial says that Lord Annerly'a threat 
to evict all tenants on his Longford es- 
tates and take into his own hands 
about one-third of the entire country 
has directed attention tn the i)lack 
shadow of eviction which is looming 
over a va.st number of fanners in Ire- 
land. Tenants may at i)resent be divid- 
ed into three cla.sses: lirst, those who 
are willing to p.ay but are afraid to; 
second, those who can pay but will not; 
third, those neither ablo nor willing to 
pay. The lirst class are very numerous. 
They already show signs, as Dillon 
says, of giving way. The second class 
it presumed will follow the example of 
the lirst clas.s. With the third class it 
is feared the ^reat dilliculty will arise. 
Under the coercion bill it will be ini- 
[)0ssible to resist eviction. Tactics 
which have worked so successfully 
hitherto, will be utterly useless now 
because every person resisting a process 
server or bailitT will be liable to arrest 
on the spot and imprisonment for IS 
months without trial. 

Following is a cop}' of a cablegram 
sent by Devoy to Ilarcourt, mentioned 
in the dispatches to tlay: 

"To the Home Secretary, London: 
You say you will stamp us out. Two 
can play at that game of stamping out.

DiHii.iN, Feb. 27. — .'Vt a land league 
demonslratinn at Borris Okano, Tipper- 
aiT, DiHon advised tenant farmers to 
"boycott'' those who violated the laws 
of the league despite the coercion act. 

Beklkv, Feb. 26. — Princess Augus- 
ta Victoria, bride elect of the eldest 
sou of the crown prince, arrived and 
was received by the emperor. The 
streets were crowded with sight seers. 

PjKumn, Feb. 2G. — Tho religions 
ceremony of the marriage of Prince 
.William and Princess Augusta was 
uerformed this evening in the chapel of 
the royal castle by the chief court chap- 
lain. A ;,'rand court reception wa.^ af- 
terwards held in Whitehall, followed 
by astute bamiuct at which the emper- 
or toasted the bride and bridegroom. 

In all the Lenten pastorals issued by 
the Irish catholic bishops, Sunday, 
strong hopes were expressed that the 
government would deal etiectually with 
the land question at an early date. Tlie 
people are warned against joining ille- 
gal secret combinations, but tho strong- 
est sympathy is expressed for their 
trials. 

London, Feb. 28.— Tho arms bill 
will be introduced to the commons 
Tuesday when ic is believed the o])- 
i positiou will unite in a fierce attack. 

A fenian lodge has been discovered 
at Lancashire and arms secreted. 



Gladstone will not be in the com- 
mons to-night, as he is to dfne with 
the queen. It is expected that lio will 
be present on Wednesday at tlie sitting 
of tho house. 

In tho house of coiniiions the s[j<'ak 
er declared that the bill for the better 
protection of person and property in 
Ireland, having passed, the stato of 
public business was no longer urgent. 

London, Feb. 28. — Carlylo bequeath 
ed his Dumfrieshiro| estate to the 
university of Edinburgh for founding 
11 bursary in the faculty of arts. 

Lo.VDO.v, Feb. 2S. — The News un- 
derstands that preparations have been 
made for the evaculation of C'andahar 
at the end of March. 

London, Fob. 2S. — In tho Iiouso of 
commons Dilko said that Peru had ask- 
ed England and France to mediate in 
tho war between the South Amoricaii 
republics, and they agreed to do so, 
provided Chili wasogreeable. England 
and Franco had asked Germany and 
Italy to join in the mediation. Italy 
aceoptod the proposal, but Germany do 
e lined. 

P.VUIS, F.;b. 28. — UogiUKs, iumiestied 
communist elected niiimberof the chain 
ber of deputies at St. Dennis, received 
3550 votes against 3288 for a moder 
ate republican. 

Paris, Feb. 2S. — Forty live railway 
truck loads of immitions of war, d'.'stiii- 
ed for Greece, have been embargoed at 
Dunkirk, and GOOO kilogrammes of 
dynamite, for tho same destination, em- 
bargoed at Marseilles. 

London, March 1, — In tho house 
Wilfrid Lawson asked whether any 
orders had been given restraining tho 
army in the Transvaal from lidvaiiciiig 
until the result of tho negotiations with 
the Boers was known. 

Childers, secretary of war, regret tetl 
inability to make any statement in re- 
gard to oomraunications between Gen. 
Colley and the Boers or instructions to 
Gen Colley, particularly as in conse- 
quence of Colley 's death he is not quite 
sure of the position of negotiations. 
Childers also said that the loss? of life 
in the fight had been exaggerated. 
Thirty-five officers and G93 meon were 
engaged. Three officers were killed, 9 
wounded and 7 taken prisoners. To- 
tal killed 73, wounded 122, taken pris 
oners or missing 50. 

Ilarcourt, home secretary, said that 
he had received a threatening telegram 
signed "John Devoy," but did not in- 
tend to make representation in regard 
to tho circumstance to the American 
government'. Such i'e[)rpsentations 
might give rise to an international con- 
Devoy, from a British convict, became 
an American citizen. 8o long as he 
and his confederates, leaders of the 
land league, are content to remain be 
yond the sen, we will not interfere with 
them. If they con>e over wo may have 
to pay them some attention. 

The homo secretary introduced the 
arms bill. It prohibits the carrying of 
arms except by license, permits search 
of houses from sunrise to sunset, and 
empowers the authorities to prohibit 
and regulate the importation and sale 
of arms, dyneinite and nitro glycerine. 
Tho |niaximum penalty on summary 
conviction is three months' imprison- 
ment without labor. The bill remains 
in force live years. Urgency was voted 
for the arms'bill, 395 to 97. No con- 
servatives voted in the minority, which 
included Ashton W. Dilke and Labou- 
chere, advanced liberals; Edwards, Mc 
Donald and Thompson, liberals; Burt, 
Bradlaugh and Cowan, radicals. 

The Irish members have telegraphed 
to Parnell to return to parliament. 

In the house of lords to-day, Earl 
Spencer, lord president of the council, 
moving the second reading of the |)ro- 
tection bill pointed out that outrages, 
though greatly diminished in number, 
were still committed in Ireland, and ho 
cited some recent ca.ses. He said that 
these outrages could be only the results 
of inflamatory speeches, but necessity 
for the bill arose less from perpetuation 
of outrages than from difSculty in trac- 
ing the ofTender.s. Earl Spencerdid not 
wish their lordshi[JS to think that 
rebellion in Ireland was im- 
minent, but when such hostili! 
feeling existed, and when American 
papers were inciting Irishmen to re- 
bellion, outrage and assassination, there 
would|be great danger if prompt nnd 
eflective measures were not taken for 
the maintenance of law and order. 

Beaconsfield reluctantly sujiported 
the bill, bccau.se he though it al'.solutely 
necessary. Agitation in Ireland was 
fostered by organized conspiracy of for- 
eigners, it was absolutely necessary 
that tho governraont should pos.sess 
[jowcr to defend the queen from for 
eign conspirators, who were passing to 
and between another country and Ire- 
land. 

Granville declared coercion neces- 
sary. 

'I'he bill was then read the second 
time and tho committee stage having 
been negatived, its third reading was 
fixed for Wednesd.iy morning. 

Atiien.s, March 1— The Greek gov- 
ernment is informed that -1 000 Turkish 
troops have been dispatched to attack 
the revolted Albanians. 

Behlin, March 1.— Regarding war 
with Greece as unavoidable, the Porte 
is trying to prolong negotiations until 
military stores from America arrive. 

London, Feb. 28.— Tho emergency 
coinmiltee are taking stops to meet the 
wishes of tho largo number of landlords 
who are about tb evict defaulting ten- 



ants and who desire that the committee 
shoi'id supply them with Protestant 
tenants from Ulster and elsewhere. 
Districts are to be opened for tho names 
of tlio.so willing to accept farms from 
which leniints have been c'. ictcd, and 
iloubtless there will bo no lack of ap- 
plicants. Tho power which will be 
placed in the hands of tho authorities 
by the coercion bill has already em- 
boldened all wlio opposed the tactics of 
the land league. Numerous evictions, 
many of tho most distressing charac- 
ter, are taking place all over Ireland. 
The eviction of Rev. i'ulrick Hurley, 
jiarish priest of Kilkonuin, King's 
county, has created no little consterna- 
tion. The rov. father's predecessor 
took a hoiTsn and farm of 42 acres from 
a miiidleman landlord, and retaining 
the house and garden sub let the land 
to three tenants- rent l'()7 and valua- 
tion .£12. When the reverend gentle- 
man was appointed (o the parish ho 
had to take up tho land and work it at 
a los.s. He had also held himself re- 
sponsible for the rent of the sub tenant 
who fell into arrears. The priest then 
haiideil the land over to an energetic 
young farmer of the neigliborhooil. 
The middleman landlord refused to re- 
cognize this tenant nnd took iiroceed- 
ings against Rov. Mr. Hurley jind sub- 
tt^nants on smaller portions of the 
farm. The county chairman refused 
to grant a ilccreo, but thn case was 
taken to the queen's l,.-nch. Tho result 
was that Tuesday morning \iuX tlu! 
parish priest was evicted and his fur- 
niture put into the street, nnd hi.s sub 
tenants wore similarly treated. In ro 
cent evictions at Newton nnd Hamil- 
ton, county A..rmagh, on tho property 
of Uev. i\lr. McGeough, a woman 
stoned the bailills and invoked curses 
on the landlord, while the aged and 
sick people woro carried out and laid 
on the roadside. These ai*o tyiucal of 
what may bo expected when the great 
eviction wave sweeps over the coun- 
try. 

London, Mar. 1.— .Mitchell Henry, 
a home ruler, writing to a . gentleman 
who accused liim of deserting the land 
league, says : I never belonged to tho 
league. A stupid and irrational policy 
for tho past f<!w months has crippled 
the Irish vote in parliament forever. 
Money extracted from jioor peoide in 
America and at lioiue is removed to 
foreign soil and no account published. 
The leader flies at tho very crisis of a 
light in ))arliainent. 

.■V largo meeting whi(di it was pro- 
posed to hold at l)ublin under tho aus- 
pices of the home rulers has been 
aljandoneij, o win-,' d i I larlington's state- 
ment i;i the coiiimoiis lastnight relative 
to the ])ublic meetinfjH bill. 

Lo.vddn, .March. 1. — l,eail(>rs of the 
(■i)ll.sei-\-ative..i ill the lioilsi! (;f coiiimoiis 
have decid''il to make a des|ierate at- 
tempt to defeat the Iri.sh land bill by 
coalition of home rulers and disaflect- 
ed radiciils. 

Dtiii.iN, March 1. — Tho police are 
very active in making arrangements 
for arrests, and lists of persons have 
been prepared for presentation to the 
V^icoroy. The land league will not be 
interfered with so long as it keeps 
within reasonaijh; boiiiuls. The I''(Miian 
element is considered conteniiAible, and 
tko authorities know everything con- 
nected with it. 

London, March 2. — Drouyn De 
L'Huys, a French Ktatesman and min- 
ister of foreign aH'air.s under the re 
);ublic, and again under the empire, is 
dead. 

London, March 2. — Chatham and 
Gibraltar will furnish immediate draft 
of troops for the Transvaal. The mili-

Greece. 

London, Feb. 2. — Paris dispatches 

say that Parnell will leave for London 

to-morro'.v. The op])onents of Parnell 
here ai'e making considerabh; capital 
out lit his disappearance. ITarcourt,in 
introducing the arms bill in the com 
moils, contenqituouslv contrasted Par- 
iiell's coiuaict w itli that of 1 )il Ion, who, he 
said, had the courage of his opinions. 

In the house of lords the protection 
bill formally received thn royal sanc- 
tion.

OnicAoo, Feb. 28.— Judge Moran in 
the circuit court this morning denied the 
appliciition of Jloy ,Sain, a Chinaman, for 
naturalization. Tim judge said that as 
necessary proof of good moral character 
nnd residence in the state and the United 



States, etc., was sulliciont, tho solo ques- 
tion was wliether a native of China or a 
.Mongolian might bo naturalized under 
the laws of tho United States. Tho law 
originally stood that any alien being a free 
white person, but was made toapply topur- 
suns of African nativity and of African 
descent.

In tho course 
of all previous knowlcdL^e of the tragedy 
tho lino of defence has been a fruitful 
subject of Rpecul.atioii. llif^hton, coun- 
sel for defonce, in his opening announcod 
his defense to he : Finst, on technical 
grounds, the prisoner having been once 
before placed in jp"p;u'(ly and discharged, 
aooonling to tho Court n!C<irds ; second, 
self-defence ; third, transitory mania. 
Counsel exjiccted to prove that frcuii what 
had before happened, and from the known 
character of DoY'ount; tho prisoner was in 
reasonable fear of his life ; that on tho 
day of the tragedy tho prisoner had had 
an interview with a friend of De Young, 
and had made an appointment to meet 
deceased with a view of making arrango-

To 'I'liK Editoi!: — Why is CJuvorn- 
nient House frequently rutLTri'il to as 
Oary Castlo. From what fact is ilie 
title derived 1 . A Ri:adkr. 

[Oovornniont llouao was originally built 
by tlio able Init occoiitrio Goorgn lluntur 
Cnr^', who, from 1859 lo 180;"), w.i.s tlio 
first. Attornoy-Oonoral of thu United C!ol- 
onies of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia. His professional earnings, in- 
dependent of his oiiioial salary, wore very 
large. In 1862 ho invested in the Never 
Sweat claim at Cariboo and other mining 
property and was soon financially ruined 
and his fine rosidonce — which iMr. Cary'.s 
political opponents had nicknainod Oary 
Castle — passed into tho hands of tho 
mortgagee and afterwards into that 
of tho government. By the lat- 
ter the Castle w/is increased to 
its present dimensions. Mr. Gary be- 
came insane in 1865 and died in London 
two years afterwards of softoning of tho 
brain. Ho was possessed of a very uuli- 
cate, highstrung toniponunont, and as his 
health was never very good ho was ex- 
ceedingly irritable and restive under con- 
tradiction. The court scenes when tho 
late Mr. Cameron was chief justice and 
Mr. Gary attorney-general were of a 
very exciting nature. D. B. Ring, bar- 
rister, who also died in England, and Mr. 
Gary . frequently crossed sworda foronsi- 
•lUy-spcaking, and on ono occasion came 
very near spitting each other in earnest. 
Btng.ohallengod Gary for words spoken 
in argument and the latter accepted. The 
disputed island of San Juan was selected 
for tho meeting; but before they could 
go out Gary was arrested and placed in 
gaol until ho had furnished bonds to be of 
"good behavior." While a lueuibor of 
tho government Mr. Gary sat in the Is- 
land House of Assembly and many of tho 
Acts still in force wore tho product of his 
brain. Tho first qualification of an attor- 
ney-general in tiiose days was brains; the 
second, legal knowledge. The people are 
not so exacting now. — Editoe.]

Oflicial dispatches from Europe are 
most contradictory. 

It is feared that tho j)a!acc inti-igues 
in Peking may yet overcome tho com- 
binations of the peace party. Much is 
thought to depend upon-lihb advice to 
bo given by Hi Tso on bis expected ar- 
rival. His proclivities are known to be 
warlike. 

It is rumored that Li Ihuig Chang 
has received imperial commands to lill 
the post of minister of war and to take 
immediate steps for fortifications of 

Pi'kinc and Tientsin. Augmentations 
to the Uu.ssian lloet in far eastern 
waters continue unint('rru[)tcdly. \'on 
Biitzow is Rus.sian amija.ssador aiul 
pleni|)otentiary lo I't-king. 

The rc-opcning of tho Loo Choo 
question by China may bo attended by 
alarming consequences. China first ac- 
cepted last autumn tho principle of 
partition proposed by (Irant. Japan 
ha.s now demanded renewal of tlio ar- 
rangement, and a special dapaneso 
eonuuiaaioner is in Peking. Tiiero is 
no truth in local reports that the Jap- 
anese minister has withdrawn from tin; 
capital. 

l^v collision on tho lower Vang T.so 
tiic British .stoanior Craiglands sank 
the British bark Chinaman at anchor. 
Tlie captain, his wife and three of the 
crew were drowned. Tho carpenter 
died of injuries and of the night's ex- 
posure. Tho chief engineer died of 
cold and hardship. The rest of tho 
boat's crew were nuicli (exhausted. 

Y'oKOiiAJiA, Feb. 11. — On the Ith 
insL. tho J ajjancse man-of-war Kongok 
Wan left Yokohama hurriedly untier 
sealed orders, having previously taken 
on Ijoard several Japanese officials and 
a quantity of extra provisions. It is 
stated that her destination is Shanghai 
or Cnoefuu, and ruiiiors arc current 
that the cause of her sudden departure 
is in consequence of a new position 
taken by China regarding the Loo Choo 
question. 

A destructive conflagration occurred 
in Tokio on the 2C of January. Eleven 
thousand houses were destroyed. Thirty 
thousand people are homeless.

Granite if used would give a permanent 
dock, while sandstone after a few j-ears' 
service would require repair or renewal. 
If favorablo arranyomonts could be made 
with tho contractors to substitute granite 
for sandstone, and if tho expenditure 
could be kept within tliolimits of thesubsi 
dies by Imperial and Canadian gov ern 
meuts, tha committee are of opinion that 
tho change should lie made.

After a long di.soussiiiu it was resnlvod 
to allow the nmniinpalil y of Xnrtli Cow- 
iehan to elect nut mure than seven nor 
loss than four councillors with the reeve, 
and restricting tho number of councilh rs 
to four with tho reeve in other rural mu- 
nicipalities. 

Cominittea reported the bill and asked 
leave to sit again. 

PI5TIT10N OP lUtlUT. 

Dj. Ash moved tho second reailing of 

this Rill whicli has for its object tho de- 
fining and carrying out of the existing 
bill. Ho explained that the Interpreta- 
tion Act stated that when the term lieut. 
governor was used in on act it meant the 
lieut. governor in person. Mr. Vowell 
sent a petition .some years ago asking for 
the granting of a fiat and Mr. Justice 
Robertson, then acting a.s Mr. VuwoU's 
counsel, held that the govornor had the 
power to issue the fiat and he (Dr. Ash) 
believed that Mr. McCreiglit agreed witli 
his learned friend. Lately, however, it 
has been hold that the term lieut. -gover- 
ner meant the Attorn^ Gencnil, and lie 
had introduced this act to define .and 
make clear what the existing act really 
moans. The hon. mover held that tho 
bill was entirely in order and that it was 
Bcccss.iry in the public interest that it 
should bo passed. As far back as the 
days of Henry VIII a similar matter wa» 
decided to bo within tho scope of the 
legislature. At present there was a peti- 
tion for a fiat before tho govornor and the 
.\ttorney General objected to the issue of 
the fiat. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said lliehon. gentle- 
man was out of order in rrferriiig In a 
document not before the llmiie. 

Dr. .\sh replied that he was not mil of 
order and proceeded tn say lhat llie 
executive council was nnt legally cmi- 
stituted. Tho Coustituthiii .\ct c;illecl f - r 
four r.-.itMsters; but in this ministry there 
aro only throe. It seemed to hint a 
monstrous thing that the Attorney Gen- 
eral should advise on matters which he 
had or had not done as chief commission- 
er. Who would willinglj" submit to such 
a tribunal 1 How could such a man renti- 
er jnstici:? The .Attoiiu'y Cieiieral had 
used the strongest language against Iteod 
Brothers. Ho had held up in the House 
a piece of worm-eaten timber which ho 
solemnly averred was a fair sample of tho 
timber that was being put into the coti'er- 
dam and which he said was so rot ten that it 
would tumble to pieces the moment the 
water was pumped out. Was it right that 
a man so prejudiced as tho Attorney 
General should be allowed to say whether 
or not a fiat should issue ? Certainly not ; 
and he asked hon. members t'l say 
whetlu-v tlio power should not be placed 
in tho hands of a perfectly unbiased jier- 
son such as the lieut. governor. The 
province did not owe the creditors of 
Rood Brothers a Jut, and tho government 
had no right to pay them. Thoy had no 
equitalilo claim on tho government wliat- 
over they might have nil Keed Brutlieis. 
Any person sliuuld liave a right to gu b^'- 
fore the Supreme Court with his suit. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the bill euit as in- 
terfering with the prerogative of tlia 
Crown and cited tho case of a similar hill 
referring to tho prerogatives of the Crown 
which he ruled out in 1879. 

Mr. Smitho said that the bill nf USTl.) 
was not ruled out of order; - it \\ai 
disposed of by a motion for tho previou.s 
question. He asked Mr. Speaker for his 
authority. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said be did imt fcc-1 
disposed to reply to tlio strictures nf the 
member for Comox until tho question of 
order was disposed of, and he would suggest 
that Mr. Siieakev take time to look in- 
to the authorities. A cardinal principle 
was violated by tho bill because the 
Lieut. -Governor was constitutiomiUy re- 
sponsible to tho ministry for every nlli- 
oial act, a position which tho bill assailed. 
Ho taunted tlie niomber for Comox with 
not having had tho courage to vote either 
way when tho matter of Reed Bros. & 
Co. was before the House. 

Dr. Ash asked if Mr. Speaker allowed 
such personal allusions to be made? 
Mr. Speaker demanded order. 
Mr. Smitho questioned the cnrreetnoss 
of the remarks of the Attorney General 
respecting tho relations of tho Lieut. - 
Govornor to his JVIinistry. The Ministry 
were responsible to the Lieut. -Gnvernor. 
He could produco pages of authorities in 
sujiport of that view, and quoted frnui 
" May " instances wherein Her Majesty 
signed a bill against the advico of lier 
Ministers and she was supported by 
the Commons, who voted an address in 
opposition to the Ministry. It would be 
well if Mr. Speaker would take time and 
examine iuithoritios, for ho felt certain 
that Mr. Speaker would bo forced, in 
stead of ruling tho bill out of order, to do 
clare it in order. 

Mr. Sinitho remarked that it was not tho 
fault of the Opposition side of tho Honso 
that business was not dispatched faster. 

Hon Mr. Humphreys said that it was 
altogether unusual for private members to 



delay bills for the purpose of putting in 
amendments. 

Hon. Mr. LWalkom was of opinion that 
notice of motion was only nocessaiy. when 
ainondiuents afleoled tho principle of a 
bill. Ho wished Mr. Speakoi." to examine 
into and decide that point. 

On motion for adjournment Mr. Ash 
wished to know what there was to do. It was 
useless for members to assemble for hnlf- 
.an-hour, do nothing and then adjourn. 

RTr. Vernon wished Mr. Speaker to fle- 
cido whether two days' notico of an 
amendineiit to tho dog bill was necessary. 

Mr. Speaker wtis not lu-eiiared to de- 
cide the iioint. 

IMr. Wilson again presented renorl 
from the diyilnck committee, Avhieh was 
received. . .

DISASTROUS- 'bOLlSSrOH I^T CO-

Steamship Orogon and Stcanior Olat- 
so'j} Chief Collide. 

FOUR MEN DROWNED. 

About 8:15 Last evening a most disa.'.- 
Irous collision ncourretlhefween the steani- 
sliip Oregon while that vessel was nii the 
way up Ci.iluiuhia rieer, uml tho litile 
steamer Ol.atEop Chief. This most unfor- 
tunate accident occurred near Willow bar 
about 10 miles iibovo St. Helens. 

Capt. MitohoU, master of the Olataop 
Cliiof, furnishes tho following particulars 
of the disaster: Tho Clatsop Chief was 
on the way down the river, having in tow 
a largo sc'iw. When no;ir Willow bar, 
Capt. Mitchell, who wa,-; :il tho wheel, 
says he saw the Oregon rajiidly steaming 
up tlierivor. His signal lights, he stated, 
wore burning. Seeing tho distance and 
direction of tlie approaching steamer,C'ai)t. 
Mitchell started to go on the port side. 
When the vessel had approached a little 
iioaver, tho Oregon gave one whistle - 
signifying that the Clatsop Chief should 
chaligo her eouvso and pass on tho other 
side. Capt. Alitchell says, on hearing 
the whistle, ho put his wheel over hard. 
But before tho Clatsop Chief could [los 
sibly pass the bow of the Oregon and ele.ar 
liersolf, the latter steamer w.is on them 
and a collision was unavoidiible; a moment 
later, and tho shock came. Tho scow- 
was ou tho sido next to tho Oregon. The 
steamer's sharp bow struck the scow mid- 
ship, ciuting lior in twain like a knife. 
P:issing through llio scow, the steamer 
ploULdii.-d on, and striking the Clatsnp 
Cliic'f a'onut midway between stem and 
stern, cutiiig her alinnst in two. Both 
crafts immediately llllod and .sunk. At 
tho time of tho fatal cnllision there were 
thirteen men onboard the steamer Clat- 
snp Chief and the \v.\viy. I'lieso men wore 
committed tn tho mercy of tho waters in 
a moment after the disa-.ter, and were 
struggling for their lives. The alarm was 
given just before the steamers cnlluU,!, 
:tiul tho Oregon reversed her propeller and 
as quickly as pnssible was stopped; but 
she was under full headway at tho time 
and could n.>>t bo brought up for smnc 
distance. Hoats wore lowered from the 
steamer, after n delay of 20 minutes, and 
every eli''"* miulo to rescue the iinperilled 
iiieii. Nine out of tho tlurleen men wore 
saied from watery graves. — (><■(■;/.», oii/i,

BEPSAT AND DEATH OF QEN. 
"-^ bOLLBT OOMriRMED. ' ' 

Particulars of-tlie-Sattlo of Spitzkop. 

GENERAL ROBERTS ORDERED TO THE CAPE. 



LoN"noN, Feb. 27. — ^Midnight.- -Gen. 
Collc^- in a dispatch sent previous to thn 
ong.agemont says: " Wo occupied Majola 
mountain Saturday night. Jt imiiiedi- 
atoly overlooks the Boer position, 'i'he 
Boers aro fighting us froin below." Later 
ho says: "Tho Boersaro still firing heavi- 
ly on the hill, but li.tvo broken tqi their 
laager and begun m move away, " 

The war olliee has the following tule- 
gram from Col. Bonn, conimaiuling at 
.Mount Prospect : "(Jen. t.'olley, with 22 
ofticers and U27 iuon, infantry and naval 
brigido, proceeded Salurdaj' night to oc- 
cupy .Majola mountain. Tho Boers at- 
tacked him at 7 Sunday morning. At 1 
p. in. the firing increased. At 2:10 it be- 
came evident from camp t!i:it we had lo,-,t 
tho hill and our inen were retiring under 
a heavy lire. There is no douht that Geu. 
Colley is killed. " Gen. Wood telegraphs 
corroborating the abovo, and says that he 
will return to Newcastle Monday. 

Bom HAY, Fob. 20. — Tho 14th hussars 
have boon ordered to embark for Dur- 
ban. 

Natai., Feb, 2il. — Pretnria can hold out 
six months. 

London, Feb. 28.-- -Gen. Colloy's defeat 
cannot seriously efl'oct tho military situ- 
ation as the British main bniiy w'as not 
involved in the light.

Lo.NDOx, I'eb. 28. - Gen. Colley was 
shot through the head. The loss of tho 
loth foot is supposed to bo light. Tho 

balance of the ofticers (-scaped. Other 
regiments sud'ered heavily iii iiotli ollicers 
and men. Cumniaiider Roniilly, of the 
naval brigade, is said to be dead. 

LoxnoK, February 28. — The coloni.al 
secretary and military authorities are 
coiiiplotiiig arraugeinents wiiieii tiie foriii- 
or saj's would meet the situation in the 
Transvaal. 

Lo.Nfio.N, March 1. — Gen, Rnberls will 
havo by tho tinio ho arrives at Xutal a 
force of 3000 men. Detailed accounts re- 
ceived to-day render it certain that tho 
British ■were driven from Sjiitzkop because 
thoy were fairly boaien. The light ended 
in a rout. 'J'ho most moderate estimate 
places the losses at 300 killed and wound- 
ed. The latter l.ay exposed to heav}- rain 
from Sunday afternoun until early iM on - 
day morning'. 

A correspondent with Colloy's force at 
Spitzkop gives tlio following account of 
tho ongageiiieiit : Spilzkoj) is 3000 yards 
from the P.oer position. Two companies 
were left at the baso of the hill. 'I'he re- 
mainder of tho troops toiled up tho hill, 
which is very stoop and difhcultof ascent, 
on their hands and knees. It would havo 
been impossible to carry oven mnuntain 
guns. Had wc had those the result might 
have been difl'erciit. Tho whole force 
reached tuo summit before ilayliglit and 
at about 5 o'clock began tiring. The Boers 
had no vidottes posted and were coniplot- 
ly surprised, but promptly returned the 
fire. Uurracn had little cover. Thenumber 
of Boers at tho bottom of tho hill v.-as 
2000. Up to midd.ay thoir loss was cer- 
tainly heavier than ours. Gen. Colley 
was conspicuous for coolness and courage. 
Ho kept, up constant communication with 
lliG camp by signals. Shortly after noon 
the Boer fire, which hitherto averaged 
fifty shots a minute, increased to a ter- 
rific volley. Our men were unable to 
withstand it. Thoy wavered and were 
rallied and then wavered again. The 
Boors climbed to the summit of tho hill 
and followed tlieui with a terrible lire as 
thoy went down the other side. 

The correspondent was captured b^' the 
Boors who treated him well and gave him 
a pass to return to the camp. Ho iden- 
tified the body of General Collov on 
tho field, 

jMouN'r Pit()si'i:cT, March 1,— Genorai 
Colley was shot just before the close of 
the ongagomciit, while giving tho order to 
cease tiring. The ollicial list shows l.i 
the present two officers killed; one of 
whom was Gen. CoUe}-. Four captains, 
a major and throe lieutenants wcro wound- 
ed. Two captains aiiJ four lieutenants 
are prisoners and one colonel, one major 
and one lieutenant missing, 

London, March 1. — A dispatch from 
Bloemenfontein reports that the Boers tel- 
egraphed President Brand, of Orange 
Free State, that they have taken a com- 
pany of suldicrs and seven ollicers pris- 
oners. 

LoNonx, ?ilarch 1, — .Men engaged in 
the tit.dit at Spit:dvop stale that the shot 
that killed (ion. Colley w.is fired at a dis- 
tance of four paces from him. 

The Boers have carried the body of 
Gen. Colley into their laager and sent 
word that they will surrender it as soon 
as desired. A party has accordingly been 
dispatched to bring the remains to camp. 
The Boers have taken possession of Spiu- 
kop. 

A corros]iondeiit at Prospect Hill, taken 
prisoner and released by the lioers, re- 
ports that he had an interview with .Inu- 
iiert, tho Boer commandant, who coni- 
]ihi.ined of Gen. Colley for bringing on a 
liattlo when peace negotiations were pro- 
ceeding and said that the Boors were pre- 
pared to treat for peace only on a basis of 
liiiertj'. An Irish renegade was with Jou- 
bert and appeared to be his chief adviser, 

London, March 1, — Troops now under 
orders for Natal will increase the force 
there by 5000. 

Gen. Roberts will leave Londnii to-mor- 
row and expects to reach Durban by the 
24th. Ho will be accompanied by several 
nfliccrs who wore with him in his Afghan 
campaign. Major Ocn. Newdogate, pronii- 
iiont in the Zulu war, will command t^ 
brigade of two cavalry regiments prepar- 
ing to start for Cape Town. 

The governor of Cape Town has ]inb- 
lishcd an oQicial minute protesting in the 
name of himself and ministry against the 
home government's condonation terras of- 
fered to Basutos, as tending to encour- 
age their resiatance.
